ably for 60 days, while the whole 
controversy over neutrality is being 
threshed out by congress.

which said that "nothing less than 
a show of preponderant force wil 
stop them (Hitler and Mussolini) 
for force is the only language which 
they understand." 


Senator Nye said he believed the 


president's approval'of the cditoria 
demonstrated "a-possible determin- 
ation on the part of the president 
not only to join Europe but to en- 
courage Europe to undertake war. 


Senator LaFollette (P-Wis.) said 


he felt the president's reaction to 
the editorial showed the need for 
mandatory neutrality 
legislation 


and provision for a popular refer- 
endum on the question of declaring 
war. 


Barter Proposal 


Advocates of the proposal to bar- 


ter American cotton and wheat in 
world trade for rubber and tin esti- 
mated today the transaction would 
require about $90.000,000 in funds 
from, congress. 


At the same time. Senators Bank- 


head (D-Ala.) and Lucas 
said the barter scheme would not 
deter the campaign of southern and 
midwcstcm senators from a $400,- 
000,000 increase in farm appropria- 
tions. 


Senators estimated that thc gov- 


ernment now has about $45 a bale 
invested in loans made to farmers 
on the cotton, so that use of 2,000,- 
000 bales under thc barter proposal 
would cost $90,000,000. 


Both Bankhcad and Lucas declar- 


ed the barter plan would not solve 
the cotton surplus problem. 


Would Ease Surplus 


"It's merely another way to aid 


m thc disposition of the surplus." 
Lucas said. "Every bale we sell re- 
lieves the surplus just that much."

frank declaration which Premier 
Daladicr will issue tomorrow. 


In conferences at the war ministry 


after the cabinet meeting Daladier 
ruled against broadcasting the state- 
ment. The premier declared it wouid 
be a brief communique, defining the 
French position exactly. 


Emphasize Importance 
Sources close to the government, 


however, underscored it as "excep- 
tionally important" and emphasized 
that it would be made the same day 
as Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
statement to thc house of commons 
on British policy.

31 of the old two-year labor con- 
tract, Pittsburgh reports said. 


The Appalachian region produces 


70 per cent of the nation's soft coal. 
and its 338.000 
miners were idle. 


Some 150.000 other miners outside 
the Appalachian field — in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio. Kentucky, Colorado 
and other states — were continuing 
work under special agreements. 


Lewis* Statement 


Expressing belief the operators 


were attempting to 
"destroy the 


United Mine Workers to please la- 
bor-hating interests," Lewis threat- 
ened yesterday to cancel these spe- 
cial agreements on 15 days' notice. 


He also implied the union might

Goodland, who recently criticized 


the Heil administration for not 
"putting its foot down" on cuts or- 
dered by the department of agri- 
culture and markets, again accused 
the department of acting against 
the interests of the farmers. 


In an earlier statement Ralph E. 


Ammon. director of the department 
defended the reduction ordered in 
the Milwaukee area, where bottle 
milk dropped from 12 to 10 cents a 
quart and the producer price from 
$2.71 to $2.10 a hundred. Reductions 
for other regulated markets will be 
considered at a statewide meeting 
in Appleton April IS. 


Ammon argued that opponents of 


the department's attempt to halt 
falling consumption overlook the 
fact that only 5 per cent of the 
state's total milk production is af- 
fected by price regulation orders. 


'No Legal Obstacle * 


"I can see no constitutional ob- 


jection to the legislature enacting 
laws to insure, so far as possible, 
agricultural prosperity," Goodland 
said. "In so doing they will con- 
tribute largely to the prosperity of 
all the people in the state. 


"This fact is recognized in the 


laws giving power to the depart- 
ment of agriculture and markets to 
control the price of fluid milk to 
producers and- consumers. 


"In my judgment it is high time 


that the legislature stepped in arwl 
exercised its authority in the pres- 
ent fluid milk controversy. 


"The department of agriculture 


and markets seems to have lost 
sight of the vital interests of the 
farmer in ordering, arbitrarily, a 
drastice reduction in the price of 
fluid milk, the bulk of which re- 
duction falls upon the farmer. 


"This reduction spells disaster 


to the farmers already depressed 
by drastic reductions in all other 
farm prices. 


"If the legislature can delegate 


power to a department to fix pric- 
es, then it can certainly act direct- 
ly. 
Says Minimum Needed 


"It can and should settle this 


fluid milk controversy by fixing a 
minimum price for all fluid milk 
sold within the borders of the state.

American manufacturers to make 
contracts to sell airplanes to Britain 
and France and Holland. But if these 
nations are attacked by Germany, 
Italy or Japan, the planes may not 
be delivered. 


The second section permits the 


President to forbid American ships 
to carry food and raw materials to 
nations that are at war and it per- 
mits him to forbid American pro- 
ducers to sell these things on credit. 
But this section expires on May 1. 
Therefore, if a' world war breaks 
out, it will be lawful for American 
ships to carry all supplies, except 
"arms, ammunition, and implements 
of war" into the war zones. 


The fact that this section expires 


on May 1 means that thereafter it 
will be lawful for private firms to 
ship s'upplies into the war zone, and 
that the United States government 
will have to decide how much dip- 
lomatic protection it will give them 
if American ships are attacked by 
submarines and airplanes.

ish consul was somehow responsible for 
the accident because the king had gone to 
college Li England. 


The wide gulf between peoples be- 


comes evident when this incident is com- 
pared to the recent election of a justice 
of. the supreme court in Wisconsin. On 
the two days preceding the election the 
Milwaukee papers carried half page ad- 
vertisements quoting at length "Attorney 
Henry E. Foelske of Milwaukee." 
What 


Mr. Foelske had to say about the supreme 
court was not complimentary but the ar- 
ticle was aimed at Mr. Justice Rosen- 
berry since he was a candidate for reelec- 
tion. In due time, Mr. Foelske implied, 
he will call the other justices up for a 
lecture to be delivered when they stand 
for reelection. 


But the things Mr. Foelske said about 


Mr. Justice Rosenberry and the shame- 
ful depths to which justice had descend- 
ed in Wisconsin did not have the same 
effect that an equally wild and absurd 
declaration had in Iraq. We had no mob 
action. Justice Rosenberry paid no atten- 
tion to the articles and so far as we no- 
ticed neither did any of his friends or 
supporters. The people in the Milwaukee 
area read the articles and went to the 
polls and voted for the Justice in over- 
whelming masses. 


Here is a definite example of the ad- 


vantages of education, generations of calm 
and tolerant thought and an acquaintance 
•with our judicial system which instinc- 
tively made each reader of the article, 
however little he may have understood 
the precise legal propositions 
involved,

making even the superficial examination 
that might be suggested by questioning 
him who egged them on to their own un- 
doing.

Mr. Foelske severely 
criticized our 


supreme court because of its construc- 
tion of a will written fay a man who first 
left to his wife his property "for her use 
and enjoyment during her life." 
After 


her death the use of the "balance" was to 
go to six nephews and nieces. And after 
they died whatever was left went to a 
Milwaukee hospital 


Had Mr. Foelske declared at the outset 


that he was one of the nephews and the 
losing lawyer in the case and that the 
supreme court decision deprived him of 
a part of what he expected as an inheri- 
tance, he might have spiked his article 
but would have embraced candor with 
more elegance. 


The supreme court held under the 


peculiar facts of that case, the language 
of the will, the way the parties had lived, 
that it was the intention of the testator to 
permit his life's companion to use even 
more than the income if it were necessary. 
The couple had been using more than the 
income because such was required to sus- 
tain^ them. But Mr. Foelske, champion 
of tr.e people ar.d upholder of justice, 
never ir.cr,tjcr.cd his o-.vr. personal inter- 
est a=c disappointment, but was fearful 


hc committed the offense, he goes scot 
free. And, until a recent amendment in 
the law by the legislature, any sort of an 
error made by the trial judge favorably 
to the accused could not be reviewed on 
appeal. In other words, the accused got 
all the breaks. 


Mr. Foelske didn't say anything about 


the act of the legislature which modified 
this rule but only to a limited extent, 
nor did he explain that the supreme court 
of Wisconsin indicated very plainly how 
it wished it could correct the error but 
to do so would assume a Prussianized 
attitude upon the part of the court alien 
to our system in Wisconsin. In other 
words the legislature has authority over 
appeals and it provided no right of ap- 
peal in an instance like that involving 
Thomas Duncan. The supreme court mere- 
ly declined to grab the power which the 
legislature had failed to bestow upon it. 
It left power over appeals where it be- 
long?, with the legislature to regulate. 


An Iraq argument can be made against 


a court almost any day. This is because 
with our extension of government and in- 
crease in population and industry the ma- 
chinery of government has 
necessarily 


become enlarged. 
That does not mean 


confusion. But it does mean that there 
is some difficulty in understanding ex- 
cepting among those who devote more 
of their time to familiarizing themselves 
with the affairs of government than they 
do in scanning a newspaper's headlines. 


The enormous blocks of machinery cre- 


ated by General Electric and Allis Chal- 
mers are not dangerous just because they 
are large and must be shipped in many 
pieces to be set up at the place of oper- 
ation. But of course they are dangerous 
if someone tries to run them that doesn't 
know anything about engineering. 


So with our governmental machinery. 


The pistons, rods, gears, 
and all other 


moving parts must operate freely. Bear- 
ings of the most modern type must be 
provided where the burden of weight or 
friction would otherwise impair the fin- 
est metal. But these tremendous units 
of machinery, some of them blocks long, 
operate peacefully, quietly and effectively 
when they are understood and made to 
function 
under an intelligent super- 


vision. 
One 
of the most important 


f u n c t i o n s 
of 
our 
supreme 
court 


when it is called to rule upon public 
rights and interests is in respect to keep- 
ing clear the functions of what may be 
called without sacrilege America's holy 
trinity, the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial branches of the government. 


And the most delicate decision is made 


when the court, anxious as it is to right 
an error or wrong, nevertheless declines 
power that it does not belong to it.

railroads to buy depreciated out- 
standing bonds. Some railroads now 
can buy up outstandings bonds at 
$30 to $50 on the $100, he said, and 
insisted they should be permitted to 
do it. It would permit railroads to 
reduce their burdensome "fixed" 
charges without too heavy an outlay 
of capital. 


But in the way, he told the House 


Interstate Commerce committee, 
stands the federal income tax law. If 
a railroad buys up a depreciated 
$100 bond for $40 it saves $60. 
The 


federal income tax law looks upon 
that saving as so much cash gain 
instead of merely a paper profit— 
and applies a tax to it.

Conservative Jesse Jones and ex- 


treme liberal Jerome Frank of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis-

curities which such corporations as 
railroads may issue. Jones told the 
House committee that future securi- 
ties should approach the nature of 
common stocks, entitled to earnings 
only when the company 
made 


money. With bonds, the interest has 
.o be paid regardless of earnings, or 
the company is subject to bankrupt- 
cy.

With his highest card in 
spades the ten spot, however. North 
might well take the conservative 
course of suggesting- a slam rath- 
er than bidding it. South also must 
be tempted to bid a slam, but since 
his spade suit is far from robust 
I'm inclined to feel that he should 
resist the temptation. 


The contract that actually was 


reached, however, would have been 
fulfilled if the declarer had select- 
ed the best "percentage play." Aft- 
er leading the spade four to the 
queen and losing to .West's ace de- 
clarer still was missing the follow- 
ing trumps: Jack, nine, and deuce 
(East had already played the five 
spot).

Work of Farm Cliem-

The dancer of rushing chemical 


research so rapidly that results do 
not Jive up to expectations was 
cited by Dr. H. F. Lewis, dean of 
the Institute of Paper Chemistry, in 
a talk before the Applcton Rotary 
club yesterday noon in the Conway 
hotel. 


Centering his talk on the Farm 


Chcmurpic council, on organization 
which aims at "making the chemist 
work for the farmer," Dr. Lewis 
reviewed efforts which arc being 
made to widen the market for farm 
goods by development of new uses. 


"It is possible to go too fast in the 


field of chemical 
research," he 


said. 
"Getting together a lot of 


chemists doesn't always mean mak- 
ing a lot of money. Only an intelli- 
gent, well planned, and deliberate 
program can get the right results." 


The paper institute official men- 


tioned a number of new avenues 
that the chemists have opened up 
for the farmer through the Farm 
Chemurgic council's work. 


There are a number of oils from 


agricultural products which are 
used in the paint industry and 
•which are now imported that can 
be produced in the United States, 
Dr. Lewis said. An oil known as 
the China wood oil, at one time 
produced exclusively in China, is 
now being made from trees in 
this country and the business is 
highly profitable. 


The soy bean is one of the out- 


standing examples of how chemis- 
try can assist the fanner. The pro- 
tein is used in the paper industry 
and the bean has z variety of other 
uses. Efforts are now being made 
to develop sweet potato starch in 
the United States to replace tapioca, 
•which is imported at present. 


Dr. Lewis set forth cotton as an 


important problem in the south, 
stating that "research is going on 
throughout the country to find new 
uses for it." The use of cotton in the 
building of roads is an example of 
this enterprise. The study of plant 
extracts in their relation to insect 
eradication and the development of 
new fertilizers were also mention- 
ed by the speaker. 


"Out of the attention pointed by 


the Farm Chemurgic council to the 
use of agricultural products as raw 
material lor chemical 
industry, 


something really 
beneficial 
has 


come and more will come," Dr. 
Lewis said. 


"It is possible for industry and 


agriculture to come together and 
through application of modern sci- 
ence develop new uses for farm pro- 
ducts."

plant tissues and organs, study of 
which is part of the regular course 
work, equipment for growing bac- 
teria and for carrying on the study 
of living micro-organisms, and for 
examining and testing milk, water 
and foods for bacterial contamina- 
tion and 1,500 lantern slides. 


Special Equipment 


Student biologists have also avail- 


able to them 
sectioning 
instru- 


ments, called microtomes, of all the 
standard types, some of them cap- 
able of cutting an organ into slices 
1-5000 of an inch in thickness, and 
often so used. There is also equip- 
ment for photographing natural 
objects under either high or low 
magnification and a collection of 
study specimens of most of the 
trees and shrubs of the. Fox-River 
valley, including stem, bark and 
wood. 


For many years semi-weekly field 


trips have been a routine feature of 
the courses dealing with trees and 
shrubs. 
The department was one 


of the very first in the country to 
have a motor vehicle as a part of 
the working equipment. Trips have 
been taken into all parts of Outa- 
gamie county and also- into Calu- 
met, Winnebago, Waupaca, Mani- 
towoc,'-Brown and Marinette coun- 
ties. 
Field work constitutes the

HE spring is almost as good a 
time for visibility in the wilds 
as the fall, and there are many

III—More About The Hall 


In times gone by, ocean liners 


•were made from wood, and the 
timbers 
w e r e 
bolted • together. 


Then came vessels with steel hulls; 
they proved that men could make 
iron float on water! 


It used to be the custom for 


steel plates to be riveted together 
by hand, but this plan gave way 
to the "pneumatic" hammer, driv- 
en by compressed air. Still later 
has come electric welding, with 
plates being joined so well that 
the side of the vessel almost seems 
to be made'Of a single sheet of 
mental.

Often the plates on a liner are 


about five feet high and 20 feet 
long. 
They form a strong 'steel 
skin." 


The plates on cargo vessels are 


sometimes overlapped 
like t h e 


scales of a fish, but the sides of 
ocean liners, as well as battleships, 
are commonly made smooth. This 
is brought about only -with much 
care in fitting the plates close to- 
gether, but not overlapping them. 
Plates which are to be put near 
one end or the other, must be 
bent to follow the curve of the 
hull. Men who plan ships try to 
make the sides curve no more than 
need be. This means a saving in 
the cost of putting on the plates. 


Think of the great hull of the 


"Queen Mary!" 
It stretches out 


1,018 feet, just a bit less than one- 
fifth of a mile. The "Normandie" 
is 11 feet longer. 


Inside the hull, the carpenters 


and other workers built hundreds 
of rooms. 
These 
are used 
for 


storing food, 
for dining rooms, 


parlors, staterooms and so on. A 
large modern liner may 
carry 


more than 2,000 passengers across 
the ocean. The largest liners, by 
the way, are those which cross the 
Atlantic, not those which sail on 
the Pacific or Indian oceans. 


When the "Queen Mary" . w a s 


built, it was fitted with 16 tur- 
bines, each turbine having 17,000 
blades. 
The turbines are moved 


by high-pressure steam, and they 
make four gigantic gearwheels go 
around. 
The gearwheels measure 


14 feet across, and can be made to 
turn more than 240 times a min- 
ute. 


The gearwheels cause long, hol- 


low-steel shafts to turn around. 
Each shaft leads to a propeller at 
the stern of the boat. 


Dozens of 'big tanks contain oil 


for the furnaces. The burning oil 
heats water in great boilers, and 
produces steam. 
More than half 


a million gallons of water can be 
heated in ~ the • boilers in a day at 
sea.. -
